2. The room into which one tick witk 


dlpktheria le placed ihoold previously 
be etoared of all needleu oljthin^, ear- 
pete, drapery and other nuiteriala likely 
to barber the poUon of the dieeane.— 
Tkie.room ibonld oooitaatly receive a 
liberal anpply of freah air, without cur 
rent or dralti directly upon the patient. 
It will be well aleo to hare the nun 
thine directly into tho room. 


Ik The dliobergei from the throat, 
«e aad month are extremely liable to 


inioate the diieaee, ana ihoolil be 
on old clothe* and burnod, or 


I* keol tkoroaRhly duinf«ct- 


ed by nitrate or lead, chloride of tino, 
or»alpkate of iron (eopperai), and then 
be buried at leait ooe hundred feet 
from any well. 


6. Oopperu ditfohed in u little wa- 


ter ai will diieolTe it u a good disin- 
fectant for thii parpose. 


7. Nanei and attendant* n)iould bo 


reqniredto keep themtelvea and their 
patienti ai eleaa ai pouible , their own 
naada ehoold be fre<|iicnt)y washed and 
dieiafeoted by ehlorioated nod*. 


8. Soiled bed and body linen ibould 


at onee be placed in boiling water, or in 
water containing chlorinated icda, chlo- 
rinated lime or eolation of line. 


0. All penoni reooTcriog from diph- 


theria ahonld be eoneidered dangerous, 
and therefore no »ch penon nhoald be 
permitted to aaeooiate with other* or to 
attend aehool, ehnreh, or any other pub- 
lie aMembry, until in the judgment of a 
careful phyekian he ean do to without 
endangering other*. 


10. No pnblie funeral should be held 


at a home in which there b a caae of 
diphtheria, nor in which a death from 
diphtheria hu recently occurred. Mo 
children at leait, and U would be better 
in moet eaee* that few adults, *bould 
attend raoh a funeral.

11. The room ia which there haa 


been a case of diphtheria, whether fat.il 
or not, ahould, with all iti contents, be 
thoroughly diainfectec! by exposure far 
aercral hour* to strong fames of chlor- 
ide gae, or of tratping mlphnr, and then, 
if nontible. it ihonld be expoaed to cur- 
rent* of freah aii. 


12. The ground* under and around 


the honee ahould be well drained. 


13. No regetable or animal matter 


ihonld be allowed to decompose on the 
•nrfaee of the ground near the home. 


14. <If nny aoap factory, (laughter 


hoaee, rendering eetabluhment or other 
anna of foul odor contaminates tho 
air which yon and your children beathe, 
take Immediate measures through yonr 
local board of health or health officer to 
hare nek nnitaoeei abated. 


1ft. Yonr whole hooae, and especially 


It* atoepiag room*, ihonld be well ven- 
tilated. 


16. Your cellar should be dry and 


well ventilated, and it ahould be fre- 
quently dieinfeoted with sulphate of 
iron—ooppera*. 


IT. You home drains ahould be 


looked to with forupnlous care, to see 
that they are well tapped, kept clear 
and ventilated into the open air. 


18. Be rare that yoar drinking water 


i* aot contaminated bi surface drainage 
nor by leakage from tke drain, jris pipes, 
sewer, eeaipool or vault

He (Hr. Clay) "would 


like to know what comprnmiies bud 
been made between the honorable Sen- 
tor from South Carolina and tho Kin- 
dehtook fox " (meaning President Van 
Bnren). 


Calhonn replied : " No man ought 


to be more tender on the subject of com- 
promises than tho honorable Senator 
from Kentucky." Then, alluding to the 
comproDiihCB effected by Clay in the 
nullification crisis of 183(1, he added : 
11 The Senator from Kentucky was flat 
on hii back. I repeat it, sir, the Sen- 
ator wu flat on hi* back, and couldn't 
move. 
I wrote home to my friends in 


South Carolina half a dozen letter*, say- 
ing that tho Senator from Kentucky 
wan flat on his back and couldn't iixivi:, 
I was his master on that occasion.

The two antagonists sat at llio ex- 


treme ends of the semi-circular rovrx of

ble Senator from South Carolina," suid 
Clay, "nav* that I was flat on my back, 
and that ho wrote homo to his friends 
in South Carolina stating that I wan flat 
on my back and couldn't move! Ad- 
mirable evidence this in a court of law! 
Viral malco an assertion, then quote 
your own letters to prove it) 
But the 


honorable Senator says that ho was in; 
master on that occasion!" 
As he mud 


this the speaker advanced down the 
aisle, directly in front of Calhoun. and 
pointing to him* with his quivering 
fingers, said, in tones in which ire re 
concentrated the utmost scorn and de- 
fiance, "He ray master! He my mas- 
ter," he continued in louder tones, with 
his finger still pointed, and retreating 
backward, while his air and manner in- 
dicated the intcnacst abhorrence. "He 
my master!" ho a third time cried, rais- 
ing his voice to a still higher key, while 
retreating backward to tho very lobby;

prentice in a printing office ia West 
Chester, and in 1844-5 made a pedes- 
trian tour in Europe, publishing io 1846 
after his return home, his first back of 
travel*, entitled "View* Afoot, or Europe 
Seen with Knapsack and Staff." 
After 


editing for a year a newspaper in Phcc- 
nixville, Pa., he went to New York and 
wrote for the Literary World, soon after 
becoming a member of the Tribune ed- 
itorial § tuff. 
In 1849 ho went to Cali- 


fornia and Mexico, and in 1851 made a 
protracted visit to the Old World, visit- 
in p Kpypt, Syria, portions of Aria Min 
or nnJ Kuropc. Leaving England in 
1S52, ho crossed Asia to Calcutta, 
thence to China, joining Commodore 
I'crryV. expedition to Japan. He wag 
Secretary of Legation at St. Petersburg 
in lS6'2-n, part of tho time being 
Chargu d'AfTiiirjst. 
In 1874 lie visited 


Kgypt, and attended tho millennial eel 
obration in Ireland, at which a poem by 
him trannbtcd in Icelandic, WAS read. 
lie ImJ ulwnyH been a great traveler, as 
well as an enterprising and 
prolific 


writer. 
Ilin travels have been graphic- 


ally iloHcribeil by his own pen. Ilia 
poiinig liavo l.'pcii numerous, and some 
of them of considerable length. 
Many 


of his works Imvo been translated into 
German, French und Russian. At the 
time of his death ho VTBH engaged upon 
n combined biography of Goethe and 
Schiller, begun in 1872. 
A few months 


ai?i> ho wai appointed by President 
II ayes Minister of the I'nitcd States to 
Germany.

ior from South Carolina and tho Kin- 
dchtook fox " (meaning President Van 
floren). 


Calhonn replied: " No man ought 


to be more tender on the subject of com- 
tromiaes than tho honorable Senator 
'ram Kentucky." Then, alluding to the 
compromises effected by Clay in the 
nullification crisis of 1830, lie added : 


The Senator from Kentucky was flat 


on his back. I repeat it, sir, the Sen- 
ator was flat on hi* back, and couldn't 
move. I wrote home to my friends in 
South Carolina half a dozen letter*, say- 
ng that tho Senator from Kentucky 
win flat on hid back and couldn't nrnru. 
1 wu his master on that occasion. I 
repeat it, xir, I was liis muster on that 
occasion, lie went to my school. He 
learned of rue.'1 


The two antagonist* sat at the ex- 


treme ends of the semi-circular rowx of 
seats—Culhoun nitting in the front 
row, on the 1'rcsi'li'iit's right, Clay in 
the rear row, on his loft. 
"The honora- 


ble Senator from South Carolina," suid 
Clay, "says that I was flat on my back, 
and that ho wrote homo to his friends 
in South Carolina stating that I wan flat 
on my back and couldn't move!

But the 


honorable Senator says that ho wan my 
master on that occasion!" As he mid 
this the speaker advanced down the 
aisle, directly in front of Calhoun. and 
pointing to him* with his quivering 
fingers, said, in tones in which wore 
concentrated the utmost scorn and de- 
fiance, "He my master!

HKETVH OF L1I8 LIKE. 


Bayard Taylor was born in Kcnnctt 


Square, Chnster county, Pa., January 
11, 1825. 
In 1812 he became an ap- 


prentice in a printing office ia West 
Chester, and in 1844-5 made a pedes- 
trian tour in Europe, publishing io 1846 
after his return home, his first book of 
Lravcls,entitled "Views Afoot, or Europe 
Seen with Knapsack and Stan"." 
After 


editing for a year a newspaper in Pnoo- 
nixville, Pa., he went to New York and 
wrote for tho Litfmry World, soon after 
becoming a member of tho Tribune ed- 
itorial § tuff. 
In 1849 ho went to Cali- 


fornia and Mexico, and in 1851 made a 
protracted visit to tho Old World, visit- 
ing Kpypt, Syria, portions of Aria Min- 
or nnd Kuropc. Leaving England in 
1S;'>2, ho crossed Asia to Calcutta, 
thence to China, joining Commodore 
I'crry's expedition to Japan. He wag 
Secretary of Legation at St. Petersburg 
in ISC'2-H, part of tho time being 
Chargu d'AffiurjH. 
In 1871 lie visited 


Kgypt, and attended tho millennial cel- 
ebration in Ireland, at which a poem by 
him tramilatcd in Icelandic, was read, 
lie ImJ always been a great traveler, as 
well as an enterprising and 
prolific 


writer. 
Ilin travels have been graphic- 


ally iloHcribcil by his own pen. Ilia 
poimis hnvo been numerous, and some 
of them of considerable length. 
Many 


of his works have been translated into 
German, French and Russian. At the 
time of his death ho was engaged upon 
n combined biography of Goethe and 
Schiller, begun in 1872. 
A few months 


ngo hc> was appointed by President 
Hayes Minister of the I'nitcd States to 
Germany.
